‘savings outlined in the charts be- 
jow do not take the additional la- 
bor costs into account, because, 
-at this point, it is difficult to de- 
‘termine precisely how many addi- 
tional hours of labor would be 
needed to implement these alter- 
native energy sources.

least, family and friends,” 

While last year’s fuel assistance 
program had emergency features, 
this year applicants may have to 
wait up to 30 days before they 
can be told whether or not they 
are eligible, including the amount 
of assistance to be received, if 
eligible, 

Haegele forewarns applicants 
that . eligible households could 
receive as much as $500 or as 
little as $192 in benefits. “The 
level of assistance provided to 
eligible low income, elderly, or 
handicapped households is based 
on a compiex formula which in- 
cludes the household’s income lev- 
el for the last year, the geograph- 
ical location of the home or apart- 
ment, the type of heating fuel us- 
ed, and the severity of the house- 
hold’s vulnerability to the rising 
cost of energy.” 

OCCS will provide assistance one 
one time only per eligible house- 
hold. After an applicant has been 
certified eligible his household will 
receive assistance in one of two 
forms. For the home owner or 
renter who pays for his fuel direct- 
ly to a fuel dealer, OCCS will es- 
tablish a credit line for the am- 
ount of assistance with that house- 
hold’s energy supplier. Eligible 
renters who pay an undesignated 
portion of their rent for heat will 
be issued a check in the amount 
of their benefit level. Payments 
will be made only once, with any

SUNDAY RIVER SKI AREA 
ARCHIVES REVEAL 
WINTER FORECAST 


Chris Otten, vice president of 
Sunday River Skiway Corp., dis- 
covered an old news clipping while 
cleaning and reorganizing the main 
office of the ski area last week. 
The article, clipped from the Tam- 
pa Tribune, and dated March 29, 
1978, was a United Press Interna- 
tional news release datelined 
North Whitefield, Maine; and 
headlined, “Disastrous Blizzard 
Predicted for 1981.” The press 
clipping had been sent to Chris by 
her parents who were vacationing 
in Florida. 

The article states, “Crippling 
snowstorms in 1981, with up to 
20-foot drifts in New England... 
will begin a decade of cataclys- 
mic weather.” Joseph Goodavage, 
a Maine science writer who fore- 
casts through “astro meteorolo- 
gy”, said in the article that he 
expected the winter of 1981 to be 
one of the worst on record, and a 
harbinger of winters to come. He 
felt that people in the northern 
States should begin stocking up for 
the blizzard of 1981. 

All this is good news for the 
New England ski areas that ex- 
perienced a snow drought the win- 
ter of 1979-80, Already the predic- 
tion seems to be ringing true, as 
high snowfall amounts have been 
recorded this December, and tem- 
peratures around the zero mark 
have provided excellent snowmak- 
ing weather at the ski areas. 

To date, Sunday River has re- 
ceived over 2% feet of natural 
snow, and made over 50 acres of 
snow; an average of two feet deep 
on the trails.
